The 
record  of  College  events  thus  secured  has  proved  of  such  interest  and  value 
that  in  response  to  a  general  desire  for  a  more  extended  record,  for  fuller 
reports  of  progress  in  the  rapidly  increasing  enterprises  of  the  College  and 
more  definite  information  concerning  the  work  of  her  Alumna*,  one  sheet 
of  the  Courant,  save  for  such  space  as  the  business  editor  may  reserve  fur 
advertisements,  will  henceforth  be  devoted  to  College  uses. 

An  editorial  stafl'  of  five,  consisting  of  one  representative  from  the 
Faculty,  one  from  the  Alumna:  Association  and  one  from  each  of  the  three 
upper  elasscs,  will  assume  the  literary  control  of  the  College  Edition  of  the 
Wellesley  COURANT,  the  financial  control  remaining  as  before.

Yet  so  large  is  the  number  of  lectures, 
receptions,  visits  from  distinguished  guest*.,  class,  parties,  cottage  frolics, 
gala  da\*  and  the  like,  which  it  will  fall  to  the  lot  of  these  editors  to 
record,  that  it  is  hoped  the  members  of  the  College  at  large  will  lend  a 
hand  and,  at  the  suggestion  of  Miss  Swift  or  Miss  Stevens,  enthusiastically 

dents  will  be  grateful,  too,  to  any  who  will    furnish   them    with    items   of 

Reporters  from  the  School  of  Music,  the  School  of  Art,  the  Micro, 
scopical  Society,  the  Beethoven  Society,  the  Shakespeare  Societv,  the 
Lawn  Tennis  Association,  the  Health  Association  and  the  Christian  Asso- 
ciation, with  especial  reporters  from  those  Committees  of  the  Christian 
Association  working  in  Temperance,  Religions  Missions  and  Indian 
Rights,  will  keep  the  readers  of  the  CoUBANT  instructed  not  merely  in  the 
action  of  these  schools  and  societies,  but  also  in  the  advancement  of  the 
causes  they  severally  serve.

Miss-Coodloe  is  willing  to  give  manuscripts  offered  by 
students  the  benefit  of  a  first  reading  and  criticism,  before  the)  are  passed 
on  to  Miss  Bates,  the  editor  in  general  charge.  Whatever  may  be  needful 
in  the  way  of  revision  or  rejection  will  be  done  by  the  editors  under  Un- 
seal of  confidence. 

Yet  it  is  hoped  that  the  Couuant  may  serve  not  only  as  a  literary 
gymnasium  and  as  a  memory  in  ink,  but  that  it  may  become,  as  well,  an 
el  of  communication  between  students  of  earlier  days  and  the 
vhose  history  they  have  borne  an  active  part. 

Miss  Tufts  of '84,  the  chosen  editor  of  the  Alumna?  Association,  aided 
by  the  secretaries  of  the  ten  graduate  classes,  will  edit  a  column  of 
AlumnaJ  intelligence.  Miss  Tufts  solicits,  also,  items  of  information  in 
regard  to  former  members  of  the  Faculty  or  former  students  who  have  not 
taken  a  Wellesley  degree. 

Reports  from  these  past  members  of  the  College  community  will  no) 
be  confined  to  the  editorial  item,  but  it  is  anticipated  that  the  Courant 
will  often  have  the  pleasure  of  publishing  their  personal  communications. 
From  the  University  towns  of  England,  from  Paris  and  the  cities  of  Ger- 
many, from  the  American  School  of  Classical  studies  at  Athens,  from 
mission  fields  at  home  and  abroad,  from  the  studio  and  the  nursery,  the 
doctor's  office  and  the  teacher's  chair,  letters  are  promised  us.  And  in 
response  to  these  greetings  from  beyond  our  gates,  messages  from  well, 
remembered  friends,  teachers  and  students  still  in  residence  at  Wellesley, 
will  pass  back  through  the  CounANT,  thai  the  past  and  the  present  may 
re  n.iiu  in  touch  and  distance  in  space  involve  no  distance  in  sympathy.
